Sherrick has been in the penitentiary 


at M ichigan City for several months, 


having been 'sentenced to a term of 


from tw o to twenty one years’ im ­ 


prisonm ent. 


He w ill be brought back to Indian­ 


apolis at once, and hold subject to 


the order of the crim inal court. 
He 


probably w ill be released onjjboml. 


The court holds that Sherrick did 
not embezzle 
State money, as the 


money belonged to the insurance com­ 


panies and not to the State. 
Judge 


Hadley handed down the opinion.

road to recovery. 
At the time he took sick. C arter was 
a member of the Riverside fire de­ 
partm ent. and was receiving a salary 
of eighty dollars monthly. 
He had 
been in the West about two years, and 
made many friends there. 
Deceased was a member of the Odd 
Fellow’s in Riverside, who gave him 
every possible means of aid, and it is 
ikely that one of the members of the 
lodge w ill accompany the remains to 
this city. 
The local lodge w ill ha^e 
charge of his funeral here. 
Garter carried # 3150 in insurance 
policies: a # 1000 policy in the P ru­ 
dential, in this city, # 2000 in the F ra ­

They allege that Grail was of uu- 
souudfmind at the tim e the w ill was 
executed, aud that [undue influence 
was brought,to bear on him while in 
this condition.

B. Ham ilton, and that Mr. Hauiiton is 
named as executor of it, and further 
allege th at his name was attached to 
the w ill as a witness, and that he is a 
member of the Presbyterian church, 
all of which they claim is justifiable 
reasons for having the w ill declared 
null and void. 
Mr. Orail died in April, 1906, and 
left an estate valued at # 3000.

PASTOR KNEW HOW 


To lled Church Bell Till Peo ple 


Came to Church, Then 


“ Ro asted” Them 


Th following story regarding Hin- 
shaw, the paroled alleged m urderer, 
who was sent back to the M ichigan 
City prison for breaking up the home 
of Sheriff Freem an (for two days). 
This version of the affair was never 
given oot until yesterday, when the 
Greenfield Star published the follow­ 
ing story, which was probably the 
real facts^in the case, as it comes from 
one of the attorneys first employed by 
Hinslia w. 
The story follow s: It is 
reliably reported since the recent ex­ 
posure of W illiam E. Hinshaw, that 
the real facts of the death of^his wife 
did not come out in his trial. 
When 
the attorneys decided npon the line of 
defense, it is said that the bnrgl&ry 
theory was decided ujxm after the 
consideration of two other theories. 
The other theories were suicide and 
accident. 
When 
the neighbors reached the 
Hinshaw home at Belleville on the 
night of the tragedy he told them that 
his wife and himself had been shot by 
burglars, and that is the theory upon 
which his defense was made. 
tt is. however, 
reliably rejiorfced 
that Hinshaw told his attorneys what 
he said was the real truth about the 
m atter, and his story is as follow s: I 
was holding a revival meeting at one 
of the churches of my circuit several 
miles from my home at Belleville. 
My wife was attending the meetings 
and we had been driving home each 
night aft^r services. 
On the 
fatal 
night tiie weather had become much 
colder, and I advised my wife to stay 
w ith some of the congregation as it 
was too cold for her to drive home, 
and I would go home an^l look after 
the house and see that nothing was 
damaged by freezing. 
She was jealous 
of me and another woman, and a ttr i­ 
buting to my suggestion some sinister 
motive, she declared th at she would 
go home w ith me. -* I readily consented 
to her doing so, and she complained 
of me all the way home. 
A fter we 
reached 
home, 
we 
continued 
the 
quarrel, she 
becoming so persisent 
even keeping it up after we retired, 
when I turned my hack too her and 
went to sleep. 
About m idnight I was 
awakened aud found her standing over 
me with a revolver in one hand and a 
razor in the other, declariug that she 
was going to kill me. 
I sprang up 
aud grappled with 
her. when 
she 
slashed me w ith the razor and shot me 
w ith the revolver. 
I caught her arm 
to keep her from shoot:ng me again 
and in the scuffle th at followed the re­ 
volver was discharged the bullet strik ­ 
ing and killing her. 
With mv wife dead, I did not know 
what to do. 
So I w ent outside, dis­ 
charged the revolver 
two or three 
times and cried “ B urglars.” 
When 
the neighbors came I told the burglar 
story. 
It is said that Mr. Hinshaw told the 
above story to his lawyers, and that 
Duncan and Sm ith, his leading a ttor­ 
neys, preferred to make defense upon 
the burglary theory. 
This is believed to be a story never 
before published [in relation to this 
celebrated case. 
It comes to this pa­ 
per from the highest authority, an 
attorney as distinguished as any in 
Indiana, who was to have appeared 
for the defense, but w ithdrew when 
the other plan of defence was deter­ 
mined upon.

by the Lecturers 


The Seed Gorn Special from the ag­ 
ricultural departm ent of Purdue U ni­ 
versity arrived in this city yesterday 
evening about 6 o'clock. 
The lecture given in the assembly 
room at the court house on the care 
and selection of seed corn, and was 
attended by about one hundred farm ­ 
ers, including the members and offi­ 
cers of the Rush County Farm ers In ­ 
stitute. 
T. A. Coleman, of this county, who 
is a lecturer on the corn 
special, 
presided at the meeting. 
Prof. John 
T. Haines, of Frankfort, made a brief 
address, regarding the proper care^far- 
niers should 
give 
to raising their 
corn if they wished to get results. 
G. I. Christie, who has charge of 
the experiment station at tho univer­ 
sity, spoke to“the farmers present, and 
cautioned then: against buying seed 
corn in various parts of the conntrv. 
He advised them to select their seed 
from their own crop, and if this was 
not possible, then to buy of a neigh­ 
bor. 
He said it was a sad mistake to 
worship 
the false gods of inflated 
reports of large yields in other parts 
of the country, and then be induced 
by flattering circular to purchase seed 
corn from thejjgrowers of these ‘ enor­ 
mous yields. ’’ For, he declared, seed 
that would prove prolific in one State 
m ight be a sail failure if planted un­ 
der different conditions, and in a diff­ 
erent soil in another 
part of 
the 
country. 
Such interest was taken in the m eet­ 
ing aud the “ corn gospel," which the 
speakers preached, impressed the aud i­ 
tors. 
Miss Jessie|K itchen played an 
instrum ental solo on the piano, and 
Prof. T. A. Craig sang [a solo. 
Both 
numbers were well [received. 
Several 
of the lecturers that are aboard the 
Corn Special, m adejbrief addresses.

The plan of 
currency reform agreed upon by the 
committee of the American Bankers’ 
association and the New York Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, upon which they 
have been at work for U>ur days, has 
been made public 
A committee was 
appointed to which was intrusted the 
drafting of a bill for presentation to 
congress which will embody the ideas 
of the bankers' committee 
The plan agreed upon contemplates 
the issue under government supervi­ 
sion of credit bank-notes by national 
banks equal to 40 per cent of their 
bond-secured circulation, subject to a 
tax of 21« per cent per annum: an au­ 
tomatic increase of credit notes under 
certain conditions; a further issue of 
credit notes equal to 12 s« per cent of j 
a hank's capital at a ?ax of 5 per cent 
per annum: the establishment of a 
guarantee fund for the redemption of 
credit notes of failed banks, provision j 
for active daily redemption of credit 
notes; repealing existing law limiting 
the retirem ent of bond-secured notes 
to $3.000.000 per month: and the d« 
posit of all public moneys above roa 
sonable working balances in national 
hanks without collateral security on 
which the hanks are to pay 2 per cent. 
In the report the statem ent is made 
that there is unanimity of opinion 
that changes in the existing bank-note 
system are imperatively required, and 
that tue present volume of bank-notes 
is wholly unresponsive to the demands 
of commerce. 
It does not. the report 
says, expand with the need for cur­ 
rency in the crop-moving period, caus­ 
ing stringency, nor contract when the 
uses for currency are less extensive, 
causing redundancy.

When the Corn Growers and Stock­ 
m en’s Convention was held at the 
Purdne U niversity last January, under 
the auspices of the Experim ent Station 
of the U niversity, over eleven hun­ 
dred [farmers from all parts of the 
State were in attendance. 
Of course 
the faculty at the school was elated 
over the interest manifested in the 
movement by the farm ers, but were 
unable to 
accommodate such large 
n u m b e r s A n d for that end, a step 
was taken in this city last night, to 
systemize 
the 
work 
by 
dividing 
the State into districts, where con­ 
ventions can be held for a i>eriod of 
six days. 
The U niversity w ill fur­ 
nish experts and lecturers for these 
conventions, and all of theui w ill he 
under the general sni» ervi8iou of G. 
I. Christie, who is in charge of the 
exprim ent station. 
Rush county was chosen first, as the 
faculty deemed it fitting anti appro­ 
priate that the movement should be 
launched here, inasmuch as this county 
was the banner county of the State 
last year 
in the m atter of raising 
hogs and corn. 
And Rushville offers excellent ra il­ 
roads facilities, anti 
is the logical 
place for snch a convention. 
The dis­ 
trict w ill cover several counties. 
The work of effecting an organiza­ 
tion was completed last night, at the 
banquet, after the corn lecture in the 
court house. 
Several members of the 
University faculty tq» oke on the sub­ 
ject. going into detail, as to the ¡dans 
they had in mind, showing they have 
given the subject much thought—-aud 
all the local farm ers iu attendance 
were enthusiastic over the new move­ 
ment 
Prof. John Haines and Prof. 
A. T. Wiancho of the faculty, made 
brief 
addresses. 
President 
D. 
T. 
Maish, of 
Frankfort, 
of the Corn 
Growers Association of Indiana, and 
Vice President Davis talked over the 
plans with local men interested. G. 
I. Christie, of the University, launch­ 
ed the project. 
The date of the meeting to be held 
l:er> will be determined later, and the 
convention, which will last through­ 
out an entire week, will attract many 
people to our city. 
The work of the 
convention will be exactly like the 
work as heretofore carried on at P ur­ 
due University experiment station an­ 
nually. 
A committee of the representative 
farmers of this cdunty were selected, 
after much care and deliberation, aud 
the parties in charge are to he com­ 
mended for the choice they made. 
Each tow nship in the county is repre­ 
sented in the following com m ittee: 
Dr F. G. Haokleman. B. F. M artin, 
Thomas K. Mull. O. J. Myers, Clyde 
Henley, C. M. Oldham. A. W. Rigs- 
bee.

The committee will meet soon to or­ 
ganize. and to push the movement 
forward.

Local passenger traffic on all ra il­ 
roads has increased noticeably since 
the new rates went into [effect. 
P er­ 
sons who thought it a luxury to ride 
for any distance on the steam roads 
are now taking advantage of the re­ 
duction in passenger rates to travel 
on these roads. 
A railroad man made 
the statem ent that, accordiug to his 
belief, the railroads would find the re­ 
duction of fares to he a paying invest­ 
ment. 
lie claims the railroads will 
carry more than enough people at the 
reduced rate to counterbalance the re ­ 
ceipts from jiaasenger 
traffic under 
the old rates,“and the expense of oper 
atipg'under the present^rate is not in ­ 
creased iu the least. 
" I believe," continued the R epubli­ 
can inform ant, “ that if the railroads 
of the country would establish a fiat, 
two-cent rate it would be the most 
profitable move ever made. 
In Ohio 
the ralroads are oi>erating under a 
two-cent rate law. 
The roads"oppo*» ed 
this measure before it became oj» era 
tive, but there is not a road of any 
consequence in Ohio 
that has not 
profited to a large extent by this new 
rate law. 
There was more travel in 
Ohio on steam roads the past season 
than in any other sim ilar period in 
the history of the State. 
The two- 
cent rate would work the same way in 
Indiana if adopted by all the roads. ’ ’

INTERESTING DECISION 


Attorn« y-G*neral Cut* Short Term* of 
Many County Officer*. 
Indianap olis. Ind.. November 16.— 1 
Attorney-General Miller has render- j 
ed an op inion cutting short the terms 
o f scores of county officers who ex­ 
p ected to serve until the first of 1907. 
He held that the law enacted by the 
legislature of 1903 to make uniform 
the beginning of the terms of all 
county officers. Is unconstitutional and 
that the officers elected November 6 . 
will take office as soon as the terms 
of those now in office exp ire. 
In Sub­ 
stance. his op inion is that the terms 
of those now in office will exp ire at 
the close of the p eriod they were reg 
ularly elected for and that the action 
of the legislature in giving them until 
January 1. 1907. so that the terms of 
their successors might be uniform, is 
unconstitutional. 
Mr. Miller has been 
deluged with requests from newly 
elected officers as to when their terms 
begin 
His decision affects judges, 
county treasurers, auditors, recorders, 
clerks, sheriffs, surveyors, assessors, 
coroners and p rosecuting attorneys. 
The law of 1903 was enacted with 
the view of eliminating the confusion 
caused by the terms of the county 
officers exp iring at different times. 
It was thought that if all took office 
the same day that the county’s busi 
ness would not suffer so much as un 
der the p resent system. 
The law ex 
tended the terms of most of the men 
now in county offices and cut short a 
few 
Mr Miller declares that the act 
of 1903 is dep endent on the first sec­ 
tion. a p art of which p ermitting cer­ 
tain officers to serve out their full 
terms was held to be unconstitutional 
by the sup reme court about a year 
ago 
With that p rovision eliminated 
Mr. Miller says that the law is invalid. 
He declares that a careful study of 
the law is convincing that it cannot 
he enforced.
